In Laurentian's first game 
against UBC on Thursday, 
November 10th, Rod Gilpin hit a 
three point shot with 30 seconds 
left in die game to defeat UBC 
89-88. The Vees trailed by 6 
with 1:30 left on the clock, and 
still managed to come back and 
secure the victory. The Vees 
tough defense in the last two 
minutes won the game.
